led to the belief that Spain would have 
no further ground for q nest ion mg the 
good faith with which the Americans 
wen- seeking to relieve the condition of 
the Spanish prisoners. 
Although the dispueh gave no indi- 
cation that Lieutenant Gilmore and his 
men ha*! lost th* sr hv.s, yet great anxi­ 
ety w as aroused by th** mystery sur­ 
rounding their fate while iii th* hands 
of an uncivil!*, d enemy. 
This is the 
first capture of any Americans, military 
or naval, so that it is unknown how the 
insurgents will treat our men. 
If civil- 
i ted methods were pursued an exchange 
could Is* quickly effected, a* Gen* ral 
Otis lias a large number of Filipino pris­ 
oners, but the insurgents have been 
averse thus far to exchanging Spanish 
prisoners, and I hi** mist** a question a* 
to what they will do with the York 
town’s men.

guez, who was wounded three time* 
daring the last insurrection, was a 
spirited fighter, a guerilla chief of ex­ 
traordinary activity.

S tin g T a k en O ut o f file T e stim o n y In 
Quay T ria l. 
Philadelphia, April 16.—The defense 
hon its innings yesterday in the trial of 
Senator Quay, and it marie the most of 
its opportunity. 
Expert Accountant 
Mover Goldsmith, the commonwealth’s 
witnes**, was under a scorching fire of 
cross examination all day, and the result 
of it justifies the opinion that the work 
of evidence wrought by the prosecution 
from the books of the broken hank, 
tending to .'how Senator Quay’s guilty 
participation in the unlawful use of the 
bank’s money, was very much shaken 
by the admissions the witness was com­ 
pelled to make under the skillful ques­ 
tioning of Attorney Shields, admittedly 
the best erossexamiaer practicing in the 
Philadelphia bar. 
Nearly ail tho appar­ 
ently damaging entries attached to Sen­ 
ator Quay s name or account in the 
bank, as testified to, on duvet examina­ 
tion were explained away or greatly 
modified by statements of tho common­ 
wealth's witness. 
Lawyer Shields got from the witness 
the admission that if Hopkins hail prop­ 
erly credited Senator Quay’s account 
with amounts that belonged there the 
I* * *ks would show that at the beginning 
of the alleged conspiracy (Nov. 17, 1896) 
the senator owed the bank $236, instead 
of over $70,000, as is alleged. 
Taking 
up the allegation tliat Senator Quay had 
borrowed $185,OOM during the “settle­ 
ment period," ending Got. 81, 1897, the 
last settlement before the bank closed, 
Mr. Shields forced from Goldsmith, 
piece bv piece, facts tending to show in 
nearly every instance the amounts 
charged to Senator Quay were really 
loans to others—politicians mostly, for 
whom Quay indorsed.
